A partial, informal translation is attached herewith, along with another copy of this 
French patent. 



The document listed in this Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement was not 
considered when originally submitted because neither an English translation nor a concise explanation of its 
relevance were included. A concise explanation of the relevance of FR 2 410 998 is provided below. 

FR 2 410 998 discloses an artificial foot with a rigid ankle that supports, through an 
intermediate malleolar plate, two angled wedges 24, 25 moveable by levers (see Fig. 3). The wedges can be 
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
